exisfence and would show the facts, 
lie 
h a jtn a d e no improper expenditures, and 
his accounts had been invariably submitted 
to the stockholders and Directors, and they 
had approved every dollar that he had dis­ 
bursed. All disbursements had been for 
the benefit of the Interests confided to his 
care. The railroad accounts had been in­ 
spected repeatedly by officers of ihe Gov­ 
ernment, and their statem ents and reports 
were public property. The fact that French 
offered to sell his story to H untington and 
Charles Francis Adams prior to its publi­ 
cation in the World, savors somewhat of 
blackmail. 
A POWERFUL LETTER FROM PRESIDENT ADAMS 
OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 
B oston, January 17th.—President Ad­ 
ams, of the Union Pacific llailw av Com­ 
pany, has addressed a letter to the Chair­ 
man of the House Committee on Pacific 
Railroads, of which the following is a copy:

made. 
Shocking llrutality T ow ard P risoner». 
P arkebsrurg (W. Va.). January 17th.— 
Charges of brutality, inhum anity and i!l- 
treatnient of prisoners have been brought 
against the management of the West Vir­ 
ginia Penitentiary, and the allegations dis­ 
close a horrible state of affaire in that insti­ 
tution. 
Among them are statem ents of 
outrageous punishm ents 
by 
whipping, 
hanging up by tbe wrists, bucking and 
gagging, ami by the “shootly.” or water 
correction. Sonie lim e ago Colonel W. E. 
W ilkerson, Assistant Superintendent, re­ 
signed, as he alleges, on account of the in ­ 
hum anity and barbarity of the Sti|>erin- 
lendent. 
Among the inftrum ents of tor­ 
ture in use is the “shootly,’’ a heavy ar­ 
rangement in which the prisoner is made 
fast, his neck and h inds being fastened 
immovably in stocks, while his feet ex­ 
tended at full length, are likewise made se­ 
cure. The gaard, or executioner, stands at 
a distance of te n o r fifteen feet, and with 
an inch hose $jjrns upon the shivering, 
naked victim a torrent of ice-cold water 
full in the face, with a pressure of 100 
pounds to the sqnare inch.

Alisa Van Z au ill's R elatives T h re a te n to 
D isin h erit H er.

P ittsb u rg , January 17th.—Upon the re­ 
ceipt of the Associated Press dispatches 
from Chicago 
staling that Mrs. 
John 
A rthur, the aunt ol Miss Nina Van Zandt, 
had telegraphed from this city to Marriage 
License Clerk 
Seegur, 
forbidding him 
issuing a license for the marriage of the 
young lady to Spies, the Anarchist, a Com­ 
mercial Gazette reporter called upon the 
lady to ascertain the attitude of Miss Van 
Zandt's friends in regard to her course of 
conduct. 
Mrs. 
A rthur 
seemed heart­ 
broken. To the reporter she said : 
“ I spent nearly the entire Sabbath on 
my knees in prayer tor that infatuated girl, 
and when I opened the paper this m orning 
and saw that Mr. Eugene Seegur, the Chi­ 
cago m arriage license-clerk, had refused to 
license her, and that she could not m arry, 
1 thanked God for what seemed a direct an­ 
swer to my prayers; and then the next 
thing I did was to send a telegram to Mr. 
Seegur thanking him for his manliness in 
daring to refuse the license. The first in­ 
tim ation her relatives had of the existing 
state of affaire was the announcem ent m ade 
in the papers on Saturday last.” 
The shock to Mrs. A rthur and her dis­ 
tinguished father and 
m other can 
be 
readily imagined, especially as Miss Van 
Zandt's m other, who is an only sister of 
Mrs. A rthur, bad been visiting her parents 
and sister just two weeks previous, and, 
with the exception of joking!}'remarking 
that Nina expected to m arry some nice 
young man iu the spring, had made noth­ 
ing known, and had not given the slightest 
hint in the true direction. On reading the 
news so great was the prostration of Mrs. 
A rthur’s father, Mr. W m . B. Clarke, that 
Mrs. A rthur was obliged to write to the 
Van Zandts the message she wished to 
send. The letter was mailed by 10 o'clock 
on Saturday, imploring them to prevent 
the wedding. This was closely followed by 
another, anil the Van Zandt family were 
informed that henceforth they were not to 
be considered in the light of relatives. 
Every connection—socially and financially 
—was dissolved forever, and Miss Nina 
utterly disinherited. 
“ She will receive no more than our dog 
lying there on the rug! 
Every dollar will 
be bequeathed to charitable purposes!” 
said Mrs. A rthur as she wiped the tears 
from her eyes. 
This m orning a letter was received from 
Mrs. Van Zainlt, from Chicago, written be­ 
fore the receipt of those sent from Pitts­ 
burg, in which she informs her relatives of 
Nina's approaching marriage to Spies, the 
Anarchist, aud invites them to be present 
at the ceremony, which is to be performed 
on Thursday in the jail in Chicago, adding 
also that she and Mr. Van Zandt could find 
no fault in the m an, and had given their 
full consent to the nuptials, and that she 
hoped the friends here would not worry 
themselves. 
“ This letter,” continued Mrs. A rthur, 
“ which shows Nina's parents to be as 
highly blamed as Nina herse'f, only made 
father and all of us more firm in the de­ 
term ination to disown the family forever. 
I fear,” continued Mrs. A rthur, “ that it is 
tier bright way of talking that lias led her 
into this. 
She never saw Spies until that 
day in the Courtroom. Then she probably 
visited him in jail and exchangtil a few 
words and sentiments which led to this. 
But we cannot account for this complete 
I infatuation, unless she and her father and 
j m other have all gone crazy, and we think 
they have.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


T h e S en ate A p p ro p ria te s .Seventy - flve 
M illions fo r P en sio n s. 
[By telegraph to the Becoed-Umon I 
W ash in g to n , January 17th.—In the Sen­ 
ate Hoar, front tbe Committee on Centen­ 
nial Celebration (if the Constitution, re­ 
ported a resolution that it is expected that 
the centennial anniversary inauguration or 
the Constitution wil? be celebrated in April, 
1889, by an address to be delivered before 
the President of the T n itfd States and tbe 
two Houses of Congrtsr. by the Chief Ju s­ 
tice of the U nitid States, to which repre 
sentatives of foreign Governments shall be 
invited, and that the occasion will be 
further celebrated by suitable civic or m ili­ 
tary observances, the detalj- thereof to be 
settled hereafter. Adopted. 
Edm unds called attention to th e hill in­ 
troduced by him and referred to the Post­ 
office Committee, providing fbr a Govern­ 
ment postnl telegraphy. 
He wished the 
committee to report it, either favorably or 
unfavorably, so that he m ight try to get 
the judgm ent of the Senate upon it. 
The Senate bill for the survey nf certain 
public land in Oregon was reported and put 
on the calendar. 
On motion of Sawyer, the Seriate pro­ 
ceeded to consider and pass the pension 
bills on the calendar. 
Forty pension bills 
(principally House bills) were passed, and 
then the pension appropriation Dill (appro­ 
priating $75,000,000) was. taken up and 
passed, w ith only imuiaUirial 
am end­ 
m ents. 
“ 
Tbe arm y appropriation bill was then 
taken tip. The Dill was passed, with a-few 
unim portant amendments. 
The Senate bill to establish agricultural 
experim ent stations in connection with an 
Agricultural College was taken up as u n ­ 
finished business. 
Ingalls characterized the bill as exceed­ 
ingly crude and imperfect. 
Vest said that hecould not understand the 
difference between this bill and the Blair 
educational bill, except that one provide! 
for general education and the other for 
agricultural education. 
The objections to 
the Blair bill applied witli equal force to 
this bill. 
Butler said he could see a wide distinc­ 
tion between this bill (w hich he favored) 
and the Blair educational hill. 
W ithout action on the bill the Senate 
adjourned. 
the h o u se.

| (By H erm an of Oregon—Proposing con­ 
stitutional am endm ents for the election of 
United States Senators by the people. 
By Randall of Pennsylvania—F orthe ap­ 
pointm ent of a commission to represent the 
United States Governm ent oa the Constitu­ 
tional Centennial Commission. 
By Ballentine of Tennessee—Forthecon- 
struction of a cruising vessel of war of 
twenty knots’ speed. 
By Anderson of Kansas—Calling u p m 
the Attorney-General for information as to 
the legal authority under which Directors 
of the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
consolidated that company with the Kansas 
Pacific and Denver Pacific, and reorganized 
the same under the name of Union Pacific 
Railway Company. 
The call of States having been concluded, 
Townsbend of Illinois called up, as u n ­ 
finished business, the motion to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill for the protec­ 
tion of innocent purchasers of patented 
articles. 
Crisp of Georgia, as a m atter of privilege, 
called for the conference report on the inter­ 
state commerce bill. 
This action aroused the antagonism of 
the friends of the patent bill and of the 
general pension hills, which were booked 
to follow it, and Anderson of Kansas raised 
the question of consideration against the 
conference report. 
The House refused—yeas 113, nays 137— 
to consider the interstate commerce bili re- 
Í 


iort. and proceeded to vote upon Towns- 
tend’s motion. The motion was lost—yeas 
80, nays 156. 
W atson of Indiana, on behalf of the 
Committee on Invalid Pensions, moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill for the 
relief of dependent parents and honorably 
discharged soldiers and sailors who are 
now disabled and dependent upon their 
own labor for sitpport. 
The bill was passed—yeas 
179; nays 
76. 
Eldredge of M ichigan, on behalf of the 
Committee on Pensions, moved that the 
rules be suspended and the House concur 
in tbe Senate am endm ent to the Mexican 
pension bill. 
The ¡nolion was agreed to—yeas 243. 
nays 5. 
[The bill now only requires the 
Presidential approval to become a law. 
It 
provides that a pension of $8 per m onth 
shall be paid to all Mtrviv ng officers and 
enlisted m en, including marines, ntilitia 
and volunteers of the m ilitary and n a v al' 
services of the United States, who had been 
enlisted ana actually served sixty days in 
Mexico or on the coasts or frontiers there­ 
of, or en route thereto, or ill war with that 
nation, or were actually engaged in battle 
in said war and were honorably discharged; 
and to such officers, soldiers and sailors as 
m ay have been personally named in any 
resolution of Congress fi r any special 
service in said war. and surviving widows 
of such officers and enlisted men : pro­ 
vided, that such widows have not re-mar- 
ricd, ami provided that such officer, en­ 
listed man or widow who is or has become 
62 years of age, or who is or may become 
subject to any disability or dependency 
equivalent to some cause prescribed or 
recognized by (he pension laws ot the 
United States as sufficient reason for the 
allowance of a pension, shall be entited to 
the benefits o f this Act. 
But it shall not 
he held to include any petson not w ithin 
the rule of age, or disability, or dep< ndeni y 
herein defined, or who incurred such (in­ 
ability while in any m anner volnn arily 
engaged in aiding or abetting the late re- 
beliion against tbe authority of the United 
.States ] 


A N ew G o ld F ie ld .—A dispatch from

writing from Demerara, under (he date of 
December 9;b. says there is a grpat devel­ 
opm ent in gold m ining in British Guiana, 
but no quartz nor gold-bearing ledges have 
yet be«‘n discovered.

up to the present tim éis found in the rivers 
and creeks by washing. 
About 3,000 peo­ 
ple, mostly colored anti inexperienced, are 
in the interior prospecting.

THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 


The Los Angeles Express quotes the 
R eco rd -U x io n wherein it pointed out 
th at other men had willingly taken the 
places of the car strikers in San Francisco 
at the wages the latter objected to, which 
proved the labor not skilled and the strike 
unnecessary, aud propounds the question 
flatly in a 
rather 
caustic 
criticism : 
“Are wages to be determined solely by the 
am ount for which men arc willing to 
w o rk ?” 
It adds : 
“ If hordes of Chinese 
or other foreigners come to this country 
ami offer to work for lesH than current 
wages, corporations could not he wrong in 
reducing the current wages. W e suggest to 
the R kcoud-U nion that this opinion is a 
little antique.” 
Is it ? 
Then it has the w arrant of 
having been considered by men, and not 
being “ new-fangled.” 
Now, abstractly, 
we affirm anil challenge the Express to 
successful denial that labor is worth pre­ 
cisely w hat men are willing to work for. 
B ut saving this does not approve the* 
policy of making grinding merchandise of 
men’s hitter necessities in order to fill al­ 
ready plethoric purses. 
There are private 
and corporate employers in vrffet number 
who take the line of n better policy, and 
by paying a good wage receive greater and 
better results from labor. 
T he ear strikers 
in ¡San Francisco were unw illing to work 
for the wage offered ; their lalior, tliere- 
Í re, was worth more to them than that. 
Others took th eir places at the rejected 
wages ; 
their 
labor 
was 
then worth 
to them that figure. 
W hatever we may 
think 
of 
the 
policy 
of 
low 
wages, 
it 
remains 
a 
truism 
th at 
the 
labor m arket rate always takes on the 
measure of the lowest hid. 
And it is for 
th is reason, among others, that we have 
uniformity opposed the unrestricted immi­ 
gration of Chinese lalxirers, liecause their 
lower bid degrades white lalxirto the level 
of Mongolian methods of living. 
In short, 
labor figures in th e cost of production as 
a commodity, exchangeable at exchange 
values controlled by the nix'd of one man 
for it, and the willingness of an dlier to 
supply the w ant; commercial economies 
reat it in no other lig h t; but when it 
ooiues to the question of men as factors of 
civilization and as moral forces, it is not a 
question of commercial economy. 
Lalior 
is a force in production, and as such com­ 
petes with itself, and, as we have said, the 
lower bid becomes the cold standard of 
commercial value. 
But character and 
superior capacity are also factors, and thus 
skill and reliability give to labor an addi­ 
tional importance in the eyes of all who 
estim ate the full value of character and 
uperior capacity. 
But given, th at char­ 
acter and capacity are equal in two bid­ 
ders, then the lower fixes the rate of the 
rage. 
All wages almvo and beyond th at 
rate are the result of conscience, sometimes 
lint oftonest of the policy th at encourages 
th e tried employe to continued and re­ 
newed interest in his labor and the cause 
iif the employer. 
And let our contempo- 
rarv keep it in mind that the world is full 
of examples of the employment of the bet­ 
te r policy; that the iower bidder does not 
alw ays secure the place; that character, supe­ 
rior capacity and trustworthiness arc .fact­ 
ors recognized as broadly as m ere physical 
force; th at imployers by the m yriad do 
pay, and wisely, a higher rate than mere 
competition would fix, because they believe 
it is the better policy. 


A WOKD OF WARNING. 


We yesterday referred to the public 
spirit that animates the people of .Stockton 
in moving to draw to that section desirable 
immigration. The people of Santa Clara 
county are not behind in similar work. 
They propose to speod fully four thousand 
dollars a m nth fur a couple of years in 
judiciously advertising the Santa Clara 
valley. Nearly half the sum has already 
"n guaranteed. This is the right spirit, 
’I win. The natural advantages of 
quin and Santa Clara underlie all 
these endeavors. 
But they need to be 
made known, and that done, the end is in 
greater part accomplished—to wit, the 
bringing together commercially of the 
people who want anil the people who can 
supply. 
Now, neither of these sections 
have so broad or good a basis for action as 
the valley counties north of them. But 
in the north th e re is difficulty, great dif­ 
ficulty, in a ro u sin g th e p eo p le to action. 


T h e y d o n o t a p p e a r, with a few ex cep tio n s, 


to realize that this is a case of “ nothing 
venture, nothing have.” 
N orthern Cali­ 
fornia is able to raise $200,000, or more, in 
the next two years to present its claims 
abroad. 
If San Joaquin is able, as it is, 
and will do, to pledge itself for $120,000 
for a single year, Sacramento and the whole 
north section should lie equal to the rais­ 
ing of twice as much. 
Outside of the 
Citrus F air effort, and which was in the 
right direction, and cannot be too highly 
commended, and a few large contributions 
by a few business men, the great burden of 
presenting the country abroad has fallen 
upon the press at heavy expense. 
The 
newspajiers have done and are' doing all 
that can be asked of such influences, and 
at an expense, too, that has not been 
rewarded by a cent of profit to them , nor 
any return at all proportioned to the labor 
put forth and the responsibility assumed. 
I ait the jieople of the north section clearly 
understand this m atter; they m ust “ take 
hold” in the literal sense of the te rm ; 
there must be individual effort, as well js 
union of endeavor; our land-owners must 
do som ething more than express readiness 
to subdivide and sell,, and onr people some­ 
thing more than laud the climate. 
The 
example of Southern California is liefore* 
us. 
There not only was the invitation to 
come extended, but when the home-seeker 
came he found provision made for his oc­ 
cupancy of lands, and readiness to aid him 
in what, to the im m igrant coming from 
afar, is one of the most momentous under­ 
takings of his life. 
Unless we move very 
speedily in this m atter, and w ith more en­ 
ergy anil vastly larger contribution than in 
the past, we shall see ourselves outstripped, 
and San Jose, Stockton and other places 
become the populous centers, w ith fixed 
commercial strength, to which we must 
remain secondary. 


INAUGURAL 
BALL. 


W e recently made reference to some of 
the more recent essayists who have replied 
to H enry George’s property aud land tax 
fallacies. 
Among i4hers, comes Edward 
Gordon Clark, who quotes George as affirm­ 
ing 
A ristotle’s 
definition of “ natural 
wealth,” as “ the bounty of nature.” George 
adopts this definition, putting it in this 
form : 
“ Land is the whole m aterial uni­ 
verse outside of man himself.” 
Now, says 
his critic, if laud includes all natural 
wealth, and land is to bear all taxation, a 
tax on merely the ground is not a land 
tax at all, for to lie such it would have to 
be placed on all natural w ealth—the whole 
“bounty of nature.” Tim ber and stone are, 
then, segments of the bounty of nature, 
yet George would not tax the natural 
weaitli in tiniiier and stone; he would not 
tax a house, hut the plat under i t ; not tax 
a lum p of gold, but the hole from which 
it is excavated. But he says society, popu­ 
lation, give increasing value to land ; hut 
here is his error, for the presence of society 
in like m anner affects everything else. 
It 
increases the value of every stone and 
stick put into form for ase upon land, and 
every stroke of labor expended thereon' 
So there is no value w ithout society, since 
a single man isolated upon land gives no 
value to i t ; there must at least lie two per­ 
sons, one wanting something the other 
has. The wealth of property in the United 
States, in 1882, was $41,195,000,000, but 
land was valued at but $10,750,000,000, or 
only about one-quarter, yet George would 
make th at small part bear all the public 
burdens of the other three-fourths, in ad­ 
dition to its own. 
So, while he thinks 
George has reflected or inaugurated a cor­ 
rect tendency, this latest of all the essay­ 
ists holds that as the new economist would 
exem pt land (the bounty of nature), when 
taken out of land (theground), and trans­ 
ferred into varied wealth, he has been 
guilty “ of one of the most glaring and 
disjointed non-sequiters th at ever broke 
itself in two with its own logic." 


T h e explosion of the cargo of powder 
and dynam ite of a wrecked schooner near 
the Cliff House, San Francisco, Saturday 
night, suggests the idea that some provis­ 
ion is necessary to save ships from drifting 
ashore ju st below the Golden Gate, when 
a fair offing is not secured. 
W ithin a few 
days two vessels have been wrecked ujion 
the rocky shore just lielow Fort Point, and 
in each case the loss was due to failure of 
the wind after the vessels had reached a 
line drawn from the northernm ost head­ 
land to the Cliff' House. 
In the last few 
years a half dozen ships have been lost 
upon the same shore. 
W hether it would 
lie feasible to m aintain a steam tug patrol 
oft’ the heads to rescue vessels thus left to 
the mercy of drifting, nautical experts 
alone can decide, hut it would appear to 
landsmen th at something of this kind 
might be done. 
.Some sheltered place may 
be found where a patrol boat could house, 
ready to respond to signals of distress from 
drifting «hips. 


T h e 
Eastern 
sentimentalists, whose 
souls have been stirred to the uttermost 
depths for the “ |>oor Chinaman,” and 
whose demand has been persistent that he 
shall lie allowed to become of us, have re­ 
ceived a terrible shuck. 
For here conies 
the new Chinese M inister and gravely and 
diplom atically says to the American jieo- 
ple, “ My Governm ent is convinced th at 
our people cannot assimilate w ith your 
people. 
T hat it is not good for you or for 
them th at they should come to America to 
lalior.” 
The Chinese must lie assumed to 
know their own; when, therefore, after 
thirty years of experim ent, they conclude 
th at the races arc linn-assimilable, precisely 
as we who have licen factors in the experi­ 
ment have m aintained, w hat can our New 
England friends say ? 


HERE AND THERE. 


In its advance notice of th e inaugural 
ball, the San Francisco Post last evening 
said: 
“ W hile dancing is in progress. Sen­ 
ators will pass all over the building, bring­ 
ing three kinds of punch and cooling 
drinks for those who wish them .” 
.lust 
imagine the grave and reverend Senators of 
California running about the ball-rooms 
bearing trays of punches, etc., 
for the 
dancers! 
It is quite possible the Post 
m eant to say that *• servants ” would pass 
the punches : and the intelligent composi­ 
tor—who had read somewhere that Sena­ 
tors are servants of the people—naturally 
thought it would sound more high-toned 
to have the item read “ Senators." 


The Senate 1 as voted a pension of $2,000 
a year to the widow .of Senator Logan, 
basing thisactii n on theground that logan 
died of disease contracted in the military 
service tw enty \ ears ago. 
In this way the 
establishment cf a civil j pension list is 
happily avoided. As there are few military 
men now remaining in the Senate, the new 
pension list wilt not reach very large pro­ 
portions.—PhiladiIphiti Times.

W hen this is said, however, it rem ains to 
be added that there was greater uniformity 
of tasty dresses and tasteful dressing than 
at any previous ball. T hat is to say, the 
ladies who appeared upon the dancing 
lloors, w ithout exception, were dressed 
with good taste, and there was a general 
display of silks and satins, choice laces, 
soft and gracefully-flowing robes, and deli­ 
cate tints in color. 
In the main the lighter 
tints prevailed, with so few strong colors as 
to m ake the few strikingly noticeable. 
The taste in dressing manifested by the 
ladies, w ithout 
extravagance of outlay 
upon 
costumes, 
as 
a 
whole, 
made 
the 
inaugural 
ball 
of 
Governor 
Bartlett 
a 
notable 
oDe. 
There 
were fewer robes cn-train than of any 
others, the prevailing style being the short 
skirt. 
There was no extreme low-dressing 
of the neck, and as a whole the ball may 
be said to have been notable, too, in this 
respect, while giving full display to m any 
a splendidly-molded neck and handsome 
shoulders and bust. 
The democratic character of the ball was 
further illustrated in the freedom from full 
dress rule in which m any of the guests 
indulged. 
Ladies in num ber did not hes­ 
itate to' appear in very plain costumes 
and 
somber 
shades of 
color, 
while 
gentlemen in no sm all num ber took the 
floor in Prince Alberts and even in busi­ 
ness sacks. The full dress costume for 
gentlemen, however, largely predominated, 
bnt by no means exclusively so, and thus 
in the strongest sense it was a popular 
affair. 
PREFATORY. 
From 8 o'clock until 10 the H ussar Band 
in full uniform , G. C. Holbrook, Conduc­ 
tor, occupying the second floor of the 
rotunda, discoursed concert 
music, the 
strains reaching to and echoing in the re­ 
motest chambers in melodious waves and 
harmonies of the most enbanting char­ 
acter. Indeed, the band appeared to have 
been put upon its mettle, and played with 
a nice discrim ination between volume of 
sound and harm onious effectiveness that 
entitles it to warm comm endation, since 
we know of no place beneath the blue 
vault of heaven where music can be so 
eifectively “ butchered ” as in the echo 
cham ber which the rotunda, crowned by 
the 220 feet of dome, constitutes. The

From 
there they repaired either to the Assembly 
or Senate chambers or to the State Library, 
which constituted the waiting-room of the 
hall. 
H ere Librarian Wailis, his Chief

feel at home. 
Those who were not 
to dance repaired to the galleries of the two 
chambers, or to the lobby aisles, which were 
very soon packed. Shortly after 10 o’clock 
the grand m arch began, the line entering 
the Senate chamber, winding through it 
tortuously, and then 
counter-marching 
through the m ain halls to the Assembly 
chamber, where theState “set” was formed. 
The line was led by Floor Directors C. S. 
Houghton 
and wife, John Q, Brown, 
Jr., 
and 
Mrs. 
W hipple, 
W. 
K. 
Ormsby 
and 
Miss 
Gertrude 
Moore. 
Then came ex-Governor George Stoneman 
aud Mrs. J. B. W right, Governor W ashing­ 
ton B artlett and Mrs. Mayor J. Q. Brown, 
cx-Lieutenant-Governor Daggett and Mrs. 
General George B. Cosby. Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Y.’aterm an- and Miss W aterm an. 
Then followed, Speaker Jordan and wife, 
State officers, m ilitary guests, members of 
the Executive Committee and guests in 
general. 
THE STATE SET 
Was composed of the two Governors and 
two Lieutenant-Governors and the ladies 
they escorted.

THE SCPTER. 
The supper was by W . F. Peterson, of 
Sacramento. 
It was laid in the m ain hall 
on the ground floor, and in the north and 
sooth halls, debouching therefrom. 
The 
Governor's table was in the rotunda, and 
formed three sides of a sqnare. The seat­ 
ing capacity of the entire line was 436, as 
follows : North hail 84. north half of main 
hall 80, rotunda 94, sonth half of m ain 
hall '0, south hall 98. 
The tables were 
spread 
w ith .taste, 
am ply 
supplied, 
and the 
service, by forty-eight waiters, 
was prom pt and efficient. 
It was a good, 
substantial cold dinner, well adapted to 
the occasion, without being effortful in 
ornam entation, yet was handsome in that 
matter, with ornam ental cakes in number, 
pyramids of confectionery and pastry, etc. 
It was creditable to the committee order­ 


ing and to the caterer executing. The 
chief dishes w ere: 
Roast turkey with je lly ; baked h a m ; 
smoked beef tongue; pressed beef: assorted 
relishes; chicken and crab salad ; bam and 
eggs, sandwiches ; wine jelly ; fancy orna­ 
m ental cakes ; cake and candy pyram ids ; 
assorted ornam ented ta rts ; sm all fancy 
cakes and confections; ice cream and or- 
aDge ice ; coffee aud te a ; oranges, apples, 
cuts aud raisins; claret and champagne. 


THE DECORATIONS. 
The Capitol building was handsomely 
decorated and never looked better under 
decoration. 
Chambers so rich in archi­ 
tectural effect, so chaste in ornamentation 
by the designer and builder, so harmonious 
in proportions, and so exquisitely furnished 
in 
pillar, capital, molding panel, over­ 
hangs and architectural ornam ents cannot, 
we subm it, be improved upon by any hang­ 
ing of tem porary drapery, 
or 
by the 
rude 
contrast 
of 
glaring 
color 
in 
bunting or strong shades in evergreen. 
Yet, 
as 
it 
was 
determ ined 
that 
the alm ost perfect lines ot the chambers 
must be draped somewhat, George Boyne, 
the decorator, accomplished the task with 
the least result in the work of m arring the 
pure beauty of the halls. 
Indeed, while he 
could not highten the effect, he did the 
very best that could be done to harmonize 
his work with its surroundings, and he 
achieved in this respect rem arkable success 
by adopting long sweeping liues of festoons 
in evergreen about the galleries, und from 
two points in the ceilings to the four 
corners of the rooms. 
From two other 
places in the center line of the ceilings he 
draped bright, red streamers, with blue 
fields, back to the gallery corners. 
In the 
Senate chamber, above t’lie gallery in the 
panels, hung bunners, with devices in gold 
and silver, while from the gallery fronts 
depended large banners, 
bearing these 
m otto lines: “ We Welcome Our Guests,” 
“ Sola Nobilitas Vtriis,” " Amicilia Amor 
et Veritas,” “ Pro Aris est Foci?,” “ Vincit 
Amor Patria1,” “ I)eo Adjuvante non Ti- 
m endum ,” " Libertis ei Natale Solum .” 
In the Assembly Chamber the decoration 
was the same, except that for the bannerets 
there W3S substituted banners bearing the 
nanies and coats-of-arms of the several 
Slates and Territories. The floor of each 
cham ber was covered w ith new white 
cloth, and the stage erected in each was 
decorated with lace frontage festoons over 
a soft-tinted curtain or lambrequin, the 
whole covered with a line of evergreen fes­ 
toons, back of which were potted plants in 
large num ber. H ere and there through­ 
out the chambers were plants in pots, and 
growing ornam ental shrubs, as also at dif­ 
ferent points in the halls, and notably at 
the head of the grand staircases, and also 
in the rotunda on the m ain lloor. 
At 11 o’clock the guests began to go to 
supper, and were thereafter accommodated 
in groups to the capacity of the table each 
tim e. 
NOTES. 
T he scene from the galleries at the hight 
of the dance was a bewildering one, pre­ 
senting a spectacle of hundreds of hand­ 
some women in a perfect kaleiilescopie 
m ingling of soft colors and rich fabrics, 
with the gleams of light flashing and 
dancing amidst diamonds in hair and cor­ 
sage and upon fair throats, as the dan­ 
cers, 
to the inspiriting 
notes of the 
music, wove in and out the mazes of the 
m easured quardrilles or whirled in be­ 
wildering complexity by the hundreds 
in the intoxicating waltz. 
No wonder 
that for hours the galleries were crowded 
with spectators, drinking in with their eyes 
a scene such as is realized only where hun­ 
dreds of richly-dressed women group and 
mingle in a vast hall, and move aud march 
in graceful lines, and weave into atangle of 
nielodicconfusion upon the ball-room floor, 
“ And k n it th e hands, an d beat the ground, 
in a light fantastic rou n d .” 
At the conclusion of the first numlier of 
the dancing programme Governor Bartlett 
stepped to one side with his escort, Mrs. 
Brown, and immediately a large n u m b ircf 
citizens came forward, who in turn were 
introduced by Mrs. Brown to the Governor. 
Later this pleasant task was shared with 
her by Mayor Brown, by members of the 
Executive Committee and others. 
The 
Governor received all cordially, and for 
every old acquaintance had a liearty 
freeting. 
Some 
who 
had 
not 
met 
im for fifteen years he imm ediately recog­ 
nized, much to their surprise, but were 
assured by his Excellency that they had 
not changed enough to confuse bis mem­ 
ory. Among those presented were several 
members of the National Guard, who ap­ 
peared in full uniform. We noted these, 
and there were probably others: General 
John T. Carey, Major Leake, Major Heil- 
bron, Major Ryan, Major JIabn, Major 
McLaughlin, Major Hnbbard, Major Gard­ 
ner and Captain Sheehan.

Colonel Mervyu Donahue, of the Fifth 
infantry, and Captain Coleman. 
General Cadwalader, Major H enry and 
Major Jones. 
JENKINSING. 
About the liveliest men at the ball were 
the members of that hard-worked, keen­ 
witted, self-possessed and duty doing fra­ 
ternity, the reporters. A goodly num ber of 
these were detailed to do the Jenkins act, 
much to their chagrin, which was ill- 
concealed, the more so as they noted 
that R eco p .d -U n io n reporters were happily 
exempt from like duty, and have been 
these several years, since the custom that 
once obtained with it was wisely aban­ 
doned some years ago. 
The Jenkins corps 
Were supplied with cards in m any cases, 
which lady guests obligingly filled for 
them , with brief descriptions of their cos­ 
tum ery. The corps was aided also by a 
num ber of expert female assistants. 


CONCLUSION. 


Too mnch credit cannot be given to the 
Executive Committee for the excellence 
and exact method of managem ent. Their 
names have already been given in these 
columns, and would be repeated but for 
lack of space. 
We have known of no 
other ball where there was so little friction 
in 
management, 
and 
such 
clock­ 
work method. 
There was, in fact, that 
attained 
which 
is 
rarely 
achieved, 
concealment of management, and which is 
the very acme of executive ability. Com­ 
mitteemen with handsome badges were 
omnipresent, but in no instance " fussing ” 
or ordering or apparently m anaging; yet 
it was easy to be seen that m aster hands 
were directing every attache of the com­ 
mittee and every employe about the build­ 
ing. This was so noticeable and the effect 
so striking 
and pleasing 
as 
to 
ex­ 
cite 
the 
commendation 
of 
visitors 
from 
San 
Francisco 
and 
elsewhere, 
who 
felt 
constrained 
to 
frequently 
rem ark upon it. It was especially notice­ 
able in the m arch to the tables, in ad­ 
missions 
and exits to the building, in 
the exact rules for employes, in the pre­ 
scribed place for each man, and the finding 
o( every man in his place, and in the pro­ 
gramme fitting into the m inutes set for the 
events of its num bers, i:i the hat and cloak 
room arrangements, and in the provision 
here and there of light beverages for the 
thirsty. 
The guests from San Francisco and 
abroad were not nearly so num erous as an ­ 
ticipated—indeed, in this respect, there was 
considerable 
disappointm ent. 
Ex-Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman during the evening was 
the recipient of many a hearty handshake 
and many a regretful good-bv, for the Gov­ 
ernor leaves Sacramento this" afternoon for 
his southern home, and leaves bearing with 
him the good will and sincere wishes of 
the people of Sacramento for happiness 
and success in the pastoral life he pro­ 
poses again to pursue. 
Governor Bartlett and Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor W aterm an made hosts ot friends 
last evening, and by ease of m anner, cor­ 
diality and unaffectedness drew near to 
them m any people who bad conceived the 
idea that they were rather cold. Governor 
Baitlett naturally was the most sought 
after, and he repelled none, but did his 
utmost to make the inaugural ball a pop­ 
ular one, and to put all guests invited in 
his honor at perfect ease.

A CITRUS COLONY 


T o b e L o ca ted on 5 ,3 0 0 A c re s N ea r O ro- 
ville, in Itutte C ounty. 
A company has been formed at Los A n­ 
geles, with a leading and successful real 
estate m an at the head of the enterprise, to 
establish a citrus colony in Butte county. 
The company has purchased and obtained 
option to acquire 5,500 acres of land, and it 
is proposed to place theadvantages of citrus 
culture in this region of Upper California 
before those who regard the high price of 
land in Lower California as detrim ental to 
the profitable production of oranges and 
lemons. Practical knowledge and clear 
observation dem onstrate to the principal 
mover in the enterprise that no land in 
the world will produce better oranges tban 
the country near Oroville. In seven years 
a tree will develop a fruit-growing capacity 
equal to a tree development of ten years in 
Lower California, and this is accounted for 
by the high tem perature of the atm osphere 
and the wealth of the soil. 
It is the purpose of the m anagers of the 
colony to utilize the waters flowing through 
the Cherokee m ining ditches at seasons of 
the year when the volume of flowing water 
does not bear a larger percentage of slick- 
sns than is necessary for the refreshment 
of the soil. 
It is proposed to run an excursion once a 
m onth from Los Angeles to Oroville, to 
perm it excursionists to see and judge for 
themselves as to the productive capacity of 
the soil and its peculiar worth for the pur­ 
poses outlined. The tract of 5,500 acres has 
been actually1 secured, and a bond of pur­ 
chase representing $100,000 sealed, signed 
and delivered, the closing negotiations tak­ 
ing place to-day. 
It is the present plan to 
divide the land into ten, twenty and forty- 
acre lots, and to build a grand avenue from 
Biggs to a village to be laid out on a tract 
below Oroville. Ultim ately it is intended to 
bridge the river at the village and extend 
the avenue to Oroville. 
Of the 5,500 acres acquired for the colony, 
1,000 acres lie along the Feather river about 
six feet above high-water m ark. The soil 
is rich, alluvial and porous, and when the 
river is high the water permeates it, and 
this water, together with the copious rains 
of the region from the clouds, render irriga­ 
tion unnecessary for the cultivation of tree 
fruit. There is d tract of low red-soil land, 
very rich and capable of producing liberally 
the very best quality of grapes. 
The rest 
of the soil is very rich upland, slightly roll­ 
ing, ami oil this the colony will be planted. 
The 1,000 acres of river land above m en­ 
tioned is covered now with beautiful, large 
oak trees, and 200 acres is densely wooded.

OUR LUMBER RESOURCES. 


T h e T im b er P ro d u ct o f O ur S ta te—L u m ­ 
b er from th e D ig T rees. 
The lum ber business of California is one 
oi our most valuable industries, says the 
Pacific Rural Press, and one closely con­ 
nected with the development of the State. 
No town or district can m aterially progress 
in population or wealth without drawing 
upon the lum ber interest, and all such 
drafts add m aterially to the wealth of the 
State, from the 
fact 
that our lum ber 
is a natural product of the soil and made 
available 
only by tbe em ploym ent of 
the labor and capital of our own people. 
One great drawback to the lum ber inter­ 
ests of California is the lack of proper 
m eans of transportation. 
The 
Umber 
resources of 
Sonoma, 
Mendocino and 
H um boldt, and other counties to the 
north are very extensive, and will soon be 
made fully available by the construction of 
railroads now in progress or in contem pla­ 
tion, while the extension of the southern 
railroad through Santa Barbara and San 
Luis Obispo counties will open up still 
other sources of lumber. Branch roads 
will soon be extended from the main line 
into the western slope of the Sierras, which 
also abound in the finest of tim ber iands. 
F or a brief description of the tim ber region 
to the north of this city we cannot do bet­ 
ter than to copy the following from Har­ 
per's Weekly :■ 
The cutting of the redwoods is the m am ­ 
m oth lum bering of the world. California 
has no competitor in big trees. They be­ 
long to the gm us Beguoia—a name derived 
from Sequoyah, a Cherokee, who invented 
an alphabet and w ritten language for his 
Indian tribe—and are of two species. They 
are found in the track west of the Sierra 
Nevada m ountains between the 34th and 
42d degrees of longitude, ranging in hight 
from 2U0 to 400 feet and in diam eter from 8 
to 25 feet. 
In Sonoma, Mendocino and Hnm boldt 
counties, reaching from the Golden Gate to 
Oregon, are imm ense redwood forests cov­ 
ering an area from two to 20 miles wide 
and nearly 200 miles ling, from which 
m illions of feet of lumber are now cut a n ­ 
nually. 
Redwood is tbe most valuable 
tim ber in the State. 
As yet no railroad 
traverses this territory, but work has 
been begun on lines which will soon 
bring 
the 
lum bering 
camps 
within 
easy reach of the market. 
The 
red­ 
wood is a coniferous evergreen, resem­ 
bling in some respects the cypress. The 
wood, which is extensively used on the 
Pacific slope for building, and is seen in 
recent houses in Boston and Chicago, is of 
a tine red color, but fades slowly when ex­ 
posed to the light. 
The shrinkage is 
principally lengthwise, and in California 
the wood is very popular. The tim ber 
land is exceedingly valuable, as single trees 
are often worth $600 or $700, the current 
price of redwood being $16 to $30 per thou­ 
sand. 
A trip to a redwood lum bering 
camp is full of interest,

C om parison o f R ainfall. 
S ergeant B arw ick w rites th e R ecord- 
U m o ir: 
" I have been asked by several 
in terested p arties for th e com parison of 
rain fall for each season to date, as com ­ 
pared w ith the present one. 
T h e data 
asked for w ill be found below . 
K now ing 
th e R ecokd-I nion takes great in terest in 
laying such figures before its m an y readers, 
induced m e to take the tim e an d com pile 
th e d a ta :” 
T h e rain fall record from 1849 to the 
presen t tim e show s positively a very dry 
season every 13 years. 
T h e th irteen years 
interval w ere as follow s: 1850-51,1803-04, 
an d 1870-77; 
th e n ex t one, 
therefore, 
sh o u ld be in 1889-90. 
D uring the 13 vears 
in terv al betw een 1863-04 an d 1876-77 th ere 
w as an ex tra dry season in 1870-71, b u t 
th is 13 yeur3 interval, w ith tw o d ry sea­ 
sons, gave a m u ch greater total th an did 
th e previous 13 years in terv al th a t had but 
o n e d ry season in its total rain fall. 
T h e 
total rainfall for the 13 years from one drv 
season to an o th er was from 1851-2to 1863-4, 
both seasons included, 241.99 in ch es; from 
1864-5 to 1S76-7, both seasons included, 
gave a total o f 251.05 inches ; from 1877-8 
to 1885-0, both seasons included, w as 264 
in ch es—fallen inside of 9 seasons. 
T h is is 
37.99 inches less th an had fallen in the 
en tire 13 years from 1851-2 to 
1803 4, 
an d 47.65 inches less th an w as precipi­ 
tated betw een 1863-4 an d 1876-7. 
Now if 
th e (com ing! thirteen years from 1876 7 the 
last dry season, gives us as m u ch as the 
th irteen years from 1864 to 1877, there then 
rem ain but 47.65 inches of rain to be dis­ 
trib u ted d u rin g th is and th e n ex t three sea­ 
sons, being an average o f nearly 12 inches. 
If th e th irteen years from 1876 7 to 1889-90 
o n ly gives us th e sam e am o u n t of rain as 
w as m easured d u rin g th e th irteen years 
from 1851-2 to 1803-4, then th a t w ould be 
b u t an average of a little over 9J inches for 
th is and the n ex t th ree seasons. If, accord­ 
in g to th e record o f thirty-seven years, 
1889-90 proves to be an exceptionally dry 
season, th a t w ould leave th e rem aining 
season from this 1880-7, to the one of 
1889-90 about 12 to 11 inches. 
T h e figures 
o f total rainfall of th irteen years interval, 
from one dry season to another, show s th at 
w e have h ad m ore in th e last n in e seasons 
o f th e com ing th irteen th an th e average, 
th ereb y decreasing th e chances of heavy 
seasonal rainfalls d u rin g th e n ex t three 
years. 
T hese are deductions as taken from 
th e table o f rainfall as recorded by Drs. 
I.ogan an d H atch, an d the Signal office 
records.

fied th at deceased cam e to his gun store on 
Sunday m orning and borrow ed a revolver, 
saying th a t he w anted it to kill a dog.

F lo h r had loaned him a pistol about six 
m o n ths previously, and he retu rn ed it ac­ 
cording to p ro m ise; 
th e gunsm ith there­ 
fore let h im have th e w eapon w ithout sus­ 
picion th a t he w anted it for other purposes 
th an th a t he nam ed. 
T h e w eapon fouud 
lying by the deceased in th e cem etery was 
th e one borrow ed. 
W hite seem ed to be 
sober an d in good spirits w hen Mr. F lo h r 
saw h im . 
Charles K appm an, Sexton at the City 
Cem etery, testified th a t he saw deceased 
about 9:30 a. m. Sunday in a saloon near 
th e cem etery, w here he called for a sm all 
glass o f beer, and after d rinking it sat down 
an d seem ed to full asleep. 
Soon arousing 
him self, he said th a t he had been taking 
lau d anum , as he had been unable to sleep 
for three nights, ow ing to neuralgia and 
rheum atism .

A nother Moral Coward Takes Ills Life. 
San F rancisco, January 17th.—W illiam 
S. Hout, a compositor, comm itted suicide 
this afternoon by cutting his throat with a 
razor. H e was about 30 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and two sm all children. The 
cause of the suicide is unknown. 
Lodging-house B urned. 
San F rancisco, January 
17th.—At 8 
o'clock U -night a tire broke out under the 
Sum ner lodging-house, corner of Sixth and 
Mission streets. 
Loss about $7.000. 
Im portant Case Decided. 
Los Angeles, January 17th.—The case 
of Pio Pico vs. II. Cohu was decided to-day 
in favor of the defendant. 
It was decided 
the same way once before, taken to the 
Supreme Court and a new trial ordered. It 
was an action on a com plaint alleging that 
on the 7th day of April, 1883, the plaintifl 
was owner of three pieces of property 
known as the Banchito, Pico House and 
Dank b u ilding; th at on the same dav he 
made a conveyance, absolute in form and 
terms, of said properties to defendant: that 
the agreement was that any tim e before 
the 1st of July, 1883, plaintiff m ight re­ 
deem the same and have a conveyance 
made to him upon the paym ent of $65,000, 
and such other sum s as defendant m ight 
have advanced and paid out for him 
(plaintiff). There are allegations of fraud, 
in that the com plaint charges Cohn with 
obtaining the deed by undue inlluence, 
taking advantage of plaintiff’s distress and 
trouble, and by makiug promises which he 
never intended to keep and fulfill. The 
Judge decided that no fraud had been com­ 
mitted ; that plaintiff' was conscious of all 
the transactions, and had an opportunity 
to redeem the property, but failed to do so. 
The value of the property is now a quarter 
of a m illion dollars. 
Evidently a Suicide. 
S anta Monica, January 17th.—Charles 
Magginis, a Swiss, was found dead at his 
residence in this place to-day. H e had not 
been married a great while, and domestic 
troubles had parted him and his wife, since 
which be had lived alone. He was missed, 
and search to-day resulted in finding him 
in bed with his throat cut. The surround­ 
ings indicate that he m ust have committed 
suicide all of a m onth ago. Coin and a 
draft am ounting to $1,313 50 were found 
on him . 
He Took No ltetnrn Certificate.

THEIR 
DISTRIBUTION TO TflE 
PEOPLE OF THE STATE. 


Furn ish ed front the A gricultural 
Experim ent Station at the State 
U niversity Grounds. 


A bulletin has just been issued from the 
agricultural departm ent of the State U ni­ 
versity in which is contained the follow ing: 
The Standard orchard of the University 
Contains upward of 500 nam ed varieties of 
fruit. The soil is not well adapted to the 
growth of fruit trees, nor is the bay cli­ 
m ate of Berkeley calculated to foster the 
production of handsome, high-colored fruit 
specimens, except apricots, which color 
better here than in the interior. The orchard 
is m aintained not as a commercial enter­ 
prise, but to serve several purposes. 
First, 
th at of illustrating the instruction which 
is given in horticulture ; second, to serve 
as a means of identifying fruit specimens 
which are sent to us from all parts of the 
State for that purpose : third, as a source 
from which any citizen of the State can ob­ 
tain scions or bud-sticks either for the pur­ 
pose of testing varieties under the condi­ 
tions prevailing in his locality or to insert 
in beating trees to establish the identity of 
unnam ed varieties which he may have. 
There is such variation in the character­ 
istics of varieties grown under different 
conditions In California that often we can 
but approxim ately identify a variety and 
send scions of that variety, true to name, 
for the grower to fruit for him self and thus 
compare the two when grown under the 
same conditions. In all these directions 
the Slandard orchard at Berkeley is Drov­ 
ing of value to the fruit interests of the 
State. 
The accurate records which have been 
kept of the tree growth and fruitage of the 
different varieties serve as a trustworthy 
guide for planting in regions adjacent to 
the bay and coast, where the clim ate in its 
m ain features 
most 
resembles :bat 
of 
Berkeley. The forthcoming report of the 
College of A griculture for 1880 will contain 
tabulated results of several years’ observa­ 
tions by VV. G. Klee, from which the reader 
may learn what varieties promise well and 
those which are likely to be worthless in 
the section of the coast region to which 
allusion is made. 
Terms.—Orders m ay be sent for few or 
m any varieties, as m ay be desired. 
W e 
cannot furnish large quantities o f a single 
variety, because the object is to test varie­ 
ties and not to furnish material for com ­ 
mercial propagation. 
Packages o f scions 
are forwarded by m ail, and applicants are 
required to send 10 cents for each dozen or­ 
dered, to defray expenses of packing and 
postage. 
Postal notes, payable 
at the 
Berkeley postolfice, are requested to he sent 
in lieu of stam ps whenever practicable. 
A ny surplus left after filling orders as far 
as possible w ill be returned to the senders, 
deducting letter postage. 
T he lim its of an announcem ent of this 
kind prevent a full enumeration o f varie­ 
ties w hich can he furnished. 
W e select, 
therefore, such kinds as seem to us most 
prom ising and least known to growers. 
Those who inay desire other varieties than 
those named m ay apply for them , and they 
w ill be furnished if we have them . 


AMUCOTS, 
Observations on the growth and bearing 
of our collection of apricots for several 
years warrant the nam ing of several varie­ 
ties, as well adapted to bay and coast cli­ 
m ates in this part o f the State :
